STOCKHOLM, May 24 — Wearing 
rubber slicker, rubber boots and the 
kind of helmet used by construction 
workers, King Gustaf VI Adolf re¬ 
cently made his first visit on board 
the salvaged seventeenth - century 
warship “Vasa” which now rests in 
a drydock in Stockholm. It was the 
first time a king of Sweden visited 
the ship, which was built for the 
navy of Gustuvus Adolphus. In 1628, 
when it was completed, the monarch 
was engaged in a military campaign 
in Prussia against Poland.

Norway Celebrates 
its Constitution 
Day On May 17 

Every year on May 17, Constitution 
Day is celebrated throughout Nor¬ 
way with colorful children’s parades, 
civic rallies and other festivities. 
From dawn to dusk, the red-white- 
and-blue cross is proudly displayed. 
And nearly every house sports a 
flag pole. Thus, Norwegians show 
their deep love of country, while 
keeping alive the memory of the 
forefathers who signed the Constitu¬ 
tion at Eidsvold on May 17, 1814. 
The Seventeeth of May is also cele¬ 
brated abroad, wherever there are 
Norwegians and Norwegian emi¬ 
grants. 

FOR FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY 

On last year’s Constitution Day, 
Foreign Minister Halvard Lange de¬ 
livered an address in the Norwegian 
Student Society, Oslo, which is just as 
meaningful today as it was then. “The 
men who met at Eidsvold in 1814,” 
Mr. Lange declared, “created a 
Constitution with more freedom and 
greater opportunity for democratic 
leadership than in other European 
country at that time.” He went on to 
say: “Delegates to the constitutional 
assembly were fundamentally im¬ 
bued with an unswerving faith in 
man, in the inherent worth of every 
human being, and in all the natural 
right of man as proclaimed in the 
American Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence and in the French revolution’s 
Declaration of Human Rights. These 
concepts of man’s worth and the in¬ 
alienable rights of man form an 
essential part of our common Euro¬ 
pean heritage. 

“Our Constitution contains no de¬ 
claration of civil rights. They are 
assured through Constitutional pro¬ 
visions such as these: ‘Nobody must 
be convicted except according to law 
or punished without judicial sen¬ 
tence,’ and also ‘Homes must not be 
searched except in criminal cases.’ 
Article 100, covering freedom of ex¬ 
pression and freedom of the press, is 
the root source of the freedom of 
opinion in which we all take justi¬ 
fiable pride. 

“The democracy which our fore¬ 
fathers founded in 1814 had its 


Nordic Conference On Contract 
Research 


SCAR — Scandinavian Council for 
Applied Research, recently held a 
conference in Oslo on contract re¬ 
search. Participating in the discus¬ 
sions were some 60 industrial produc¬ 
tion and research specialists from 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Finland 
and Iceland. Resolutions adopted at 
the three-day meeting called for 
greater exchange if personnel among 
Nordic research institutions, closer 
cooperation through a more selective 
division of labor, and expansion of 
the Growing Points program for ad¬ 
vanced training in special fields of 
science. 


Professor Sven Brohult, Director of 
the Swedish Acamedy of Engineering 
Science, told Oslo reporters that, in 
his opinion, USA and Norway are 
the only countries which carry on ef¬ 
fective contract research for indus¬ 
try. He said the good results in Nor¬ 
way stemmed from close coopera¬ 
tion between research institutes and 
industry. 

According to a report presented to 
the conference, Norway will this year 
spend Kr. 125 million on scientific 
and industrial research, as compared 
with Kr. 91 million in 1958. The re¬ 
port also noted that a growing num¬ 
ber of Norwegian university students 
are enrolling in science courses. 


ARTISTIC ACCOMPLISHMENT 

Icelanders have led all the Scandi¬ 
navian communities in Canada in con¬ 
tributions to the arts and to the learn¬ 
ed professions. As inheritors of one 
of the great medieval literatures, that 
of the Eddas and the sagas, the Ice¬ 
landic Canadians have made their 
chief contribution in the literary field. 
Because of their comparative isola¬ 
tion, the language .spoken and written 
today by Canadians of Icelandic de¬ 
scent still closely resembles that in 
use when the island was first coloniz¬ 
ed in the ninth century. Since it has 
long been one of the world’s most 
literary nations, all share actively 
in their literary heritage. The late 
Stephan G. Stephansson, who made 
his living as a farmer in Alberta 
from 1889 until his death in 1927, was 
given a national reception on a visit 
to Iceland in 1917, as one of the great 
poets of modern times. A surprising 
number of Prairie farmers and even 
farm labourers have published lyrics 
of high quality, a few of which have 
been translated into English by Pro¬ 
fessor Watson Kirkconnell of Acadia 
University, Laura Goodman Salver- 
son, who in her novels has depicted 
the early Icelandic .settlements in 
Canada, has been a winner of several 
Governor General awards. 

Among other Icelandic Canadians 
of prominence, Vilhjalmur Stefans- 
son, who was born in New Iceland 
but brought up in the United States, 
exemplifies the spirit of exploration 
that led the original Norsemen to 
establish their homes literally on the 
rim of the New World, while Senator 
Thorwaldson and the Honourable J. 
T. Thorson, a former Cabinet Minis¬ 
ter who is now President of the In¬ 
ternational Commission of Jurists, 
are examples of the accomplishment 
of Icelandic Canadians in other fields. 


time was a pronounced class society. 
But, though the franchise was re¬ 
stricted to certain classes, the Con¬ 
stitution laid down the principle that 
all were equal before the law and 
that the people itself should rule 
through elected representatives. 

Turning to international develop¬ 
ments, the Foreign Minister observ¬ 
ed: “Our main asset in the current 
world struggle has not been and will 
not be guns, divisions or missiles. 
Nor can we take comfort in the ma¬ 
terial prosperity enjoyed by the West¬ 
ern democracies. We must primarily 
trust that our concepts of democratic 
government, freedom and equality 
have universal appeal. The worst 
thing that could happen to democracy 
would be to lose our dynamic faith in 
the ideals which the the foundation of 
our way of life.”

Iceland - Canada 

Although the link between Iceland 
and Denmark was retained until the 
Republic was proclaimed on June 
17,1944, the Icelandic foreign service 
was created overnight on April 10, 
1940, when the Germans invaded 
Denmark. Legations were shortly 
opened in London, Washington and 
Stockholm, but it was not until Janu¬ 
ary, 1949, that Iceland accredited 
her first Minister to Canada (Mr. 
Thor Thors). Early in 1949, Edward 
Garland, the Canadian Minister in 
Norway, was appointed concurrently 
as the first Canadian Minister to Ice¬ 
land. On May 30, 1949, Iceland ended 
a long tradition of neutrality by 
joining NATO. However, until this 
year, it was, with the exception of 
Luxemburg, the only NATO member 
with which Canada did not exchange 
ambassadors. Mr. MacKay, the new 
Canadian Ambassador to Iceland, is 
also Ambassador to Norway, but, as 
Canada’s Minister to Iceland, he has 
been able to pay periodic visits to 
Reykjavik, the most recent of which 
was in July of this year, when he 
presented his credentials. In his 
absence, Canada’s interests in Reyk¬ 
javik are handled by the Honorary 
Consul-General, Hallgrimur F. Hall- 
grimsson. 

His Excellency Thor Thors, Ice¬ 
land’s Ambassador to Canada, resid¬ 
es in Washington. Besides represent¬ 
ing Iceland in this country, he is also 
his country’s representative to the 
United States, Brazil, the Argentine 
and Cuba—his mission stretching 
virtually from the North Pole to the 
South. He arrived in Washington in 
1948 and became Ambassador to the 
United States in 1955, although, as 


we have seen, he remained Minister 
to Canada until this year. Mr. Thors 
was bom in Reykjavik in 1903. He re¬ 
ceived a degree in law at the Univer¬ 
sity in Reykjavik in February, 1926, 
and continued his studies in interna¬ 
tional law and economics at Cam¬ 
bridge University and the Sorbonne. 
He was a member of the Althingi 
from 1933 to 1941 and was Consul- 
General of Iceland in New York from 
1940 until his appointment as Ice¬ 
land’s first Minister to Washington 
in 1948. Aside from the other diplo¬ 
matic posts which we have mention¬ 
ed above, Mr. Thors is also Iceland’s 
permanent delegate to the United 
Nations and has represented his 
country at numerous international 
conferences.

products had been enjoyed by the 
children there, especially during an 
outbreak of leprosy. Danish milk 
powder is a cheap and healthy food, 
the writer said, enclosing a "photo¬ 
graph of little Benjamin beside a 
large tin. Benjamin was not smiling, 
she went on, because he was afraid 
of the photographer; but he was 
fond of the milk in the tin. 

Preserved milk is cheap and easy 
to transport, it can quickly be sent 
to all destinations, and it is concen¬ 
trated food which goes a long way. 
When disasters threaten in distant 
countries the material relief often 
takes this form. 

A Danish contribution to the re¬ 
lief after the earthquake at Agadir 
actually consisted of preserved milk, 
and Danish preserved milk was also 
included in the supplies under the 
United Nations relief action in the 
Congo. Scientists take this food with 
them on hazardous expeditions to 
the North Pole or Himalayan peaks. 

There is a strong latent demand 
for preserved milk, for proteins, in 
the Ear East, in Central and South 
America, and in Africa with their 
rapidly growing populations. Given 
only a slight increase in purchasing 
power, there are long-term markets 
here ready waiting. Under her great 
humanitarian relief programme the 
United States has sent mlik powder 
to many distressed countries. The 
product was thus made known, its 
value realized; and as conditions re¬ 
turned to normal the countries be¬ 
gan to buy it. The dairy land of Den¬ 
mark was equipped to supply it. 
Denmark has traditions as a pro¬ 
ducer of preserved milk. There have 
been factories here for over 50 years 
and their work has been followed up. 
New factories, including cooperative 
ones, have been established, so that 
in Denmark today there are a Score 
of establishment equipped with the 
most up-to-date machinery, made 
at Danish factories which also ex¬ 
port the machines.
